4. Claims 1 and 8 are allowed because the closest prior art, Azenkot et al. (US Patent 
Number 7,050,419), fails to anticipate or render obvious the concept reusing the S-CDMA 
parameters to define TDMA minislot size, in combination with all other limitations in the claim 
(s) as defined by applicant. 
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Azenzot et al. disclose that S-CDMA parameters are used to define the frame boundaries 
of S-CDMA and TDMA burst which are mixed and sent on the same subchannel, defined as 
minislot mapping, but does not reuse the S-CDMA parameters to define TDMA mini slot size.
